The boarder was John Beronti. He 
had been living at the home of Mrs. 
Antoinette Beran, 3009 South Troy 
street. Late last night he came home 
for supper. When it was served by 
Mrs. Beran he complained of the qual- 
ity of the food, 

Tried to Stab Woman. 

Mrs. Beran paid no attention to his 
remarks. This enraged him and he 
went to his room. A moment later 
he reéntered the dining room with a 
sharp pointed file. 

Beronti seized Mrs. Beran and at- 
tempted to stab her. Her son, James, 
19, sprang to his mother’s rescue and 
after a short tussle disarmed Beronti. 

Sounds of the fight attracted atten- 
tion of children and neighbors outside 
of the house and they ran up to peer 
through the open door. 

Gets His Gun. 

After the youth had disarmed him, 
Beronti ran to a garage in the rear of 
the Beran home. He reappeared with 
a shotgun. Children screamed and 
shrang back as he shouted oaths and 
leveled the weapon. Sylvia Beran was 
standing in front of her mother, and 
John Sevcik, 3005 South Troy street, a 
neighbor, was standing by her side. 

Beronti fired directly at them. Both 
the girl and Sevcik fell. The children 
and neighbors fied in panic. 

Policeman Nabs Him.

He found Beronti hiding be- 
hind a box in a nearby lot. When he 
returned with the prisoner he had dif- 
ficulty in prevening a crowd from at- 
tacking the boarder. .

“Our young peo- 
ple left the churches and went to the 
cafés and dance pavilions. Bootleg- 
gers came to sell our people liquor. 
It has been a fight, but a worthy one, 
and never once did Mrs. Cook despair. 
Always she felt that the prohibition 
law would become the country’s salva- 
tion, and all her energies were bent 
toward its enforcement. 

“IT have no evidence as to who 
murdered my wife,” Cook went on, 
“but I am convinced that he was just 
a paid gunman acting for the liquor in- 
terests. Whether those same interests 
paid bribes to officials here to obtain 
immunity from arrest I cannot say. 
Maybe political influence was exerted 
by them, but it does not seem likely.” 

Will Be Buried Today. 

Mrs. Cook, who since her death has 
been acclaimed the first woman martyr 
to post-prohibition bootleggery, will be 
buried tomorrow. Among those who 
will attend the ceremonies, it was an- 
nounced, is to be Miss Anna Adams 
Gordon of Evanston, Iill., world presi- 
dent of the W. C. T. U. 

As the plans for Mrs. Cook’s funeral 
were being madé, the search for the 
assassin, at first believed to have been 
paid by rum running interests of lowa, 
continued.

matter of fact personally known to 
him. Yet the heedlessness of such 
men—presumably intelligent — to the

man a fair trial.’ Thus they casually, 
and often with a kind of misguided 
pride, disqualify themselves. And if 
they Gon’t do it the defense uses a 
peremptory challenge. 
Too Many Challenges. 

“The excessive number of peremp- 
tory challenges allowed is a weakness 
of the jury system. In this case eighty ' 
such challenges are possible—20 for 
each of the accused on the part of both 
the state and the defense. 

“A featuré that must have startled 
those who have been following the ex- 
amination of these veniremen is the 
number who have lost near relatives. 
by murder or who have beef held up. 
Yesterday four veniremeén ~ had 
murders in their families. Three, four, 
five every day have been held up.”’ 

Says Trial Not Needed. 

Among the contributions to the 
pageant of the American mind during 
yesterday's examination a statement 
by talesman Kenneth J. Budlong, 2449 
Berwyn avenue, sank Judge Hopkins 
into a state of civic desolation, from 
which he emerged only after two min- 
utes of fanning himsel.

Damaged Crop So Mature 
It Didn’t Benefit. 


* BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Field examination, of corn in north- 
ern Illinois counties yesterday re- 
vealed that the main crop is too far 
along to be benefited materially by 
the rain of nearly an inch which fell 
Tuesday and the ghowers last night. 
Both the late and early planted crops 
were damaged in many cases by the 
drought of several weeks. 

For several weeks farmers had been 
complaining that the hot, dry weather 
was rushing the corn to maturity too 
fast in the northern third of the state. 
Growth was’ slackened tn many fields 
so much that the ears failed to fill 


with plump kernels at the tip. Firing 
had already set in and is causing se- 
rious damage. 


Half of Crop Damaged. 

In Cook, Kane, and Du Page coun- 
ties, as well as other northern I[linois 
counties, corn may be found in various 
stages. Fifty per cent of the late corn 
erop is believed to be damaged in 
Kane county, on some farms where 
the soll has had enough humus to 
retain moisture, pa 


under, practically~ all of the husks 
and blades are still green, while in’ 
most of the fields from 75 to 956 per 
cent of the stalks were so dry they 
rattled before the rain. 

The early corn crop, even this far 
north, has matured so rapidly with- 
in the last few weeks that farmers 
were forced to start cutting it up and 
putting it in shocks or silos Sept. 1, 
two weeks earlier than usual. This 
earliness was partly due, however, to 
the early planting last spring. 

' Execelient Silage Crop. 

In many northern Illinois counties, 
where most of the farmers are dairy: | 
men, practically all of the corn is cut. 
up and made into ensilage, so the 
growers do not strive to produce ears 
as long as a man’s arm, as they do in 
central. Illinois. 

Despite the dry weather, these farm- 
ers say they have an excellent corn 
crop for silage. Many of the. stalks 
are from 11 to 14 feet high in fields I 
walked through yesterday. Every silo 
on the place is being filled this year 
and on a few farms in this section new 
ones have been built. 


Mother of Murdered Girl

With respect to the Mitchell charges and the 
Shenandoah and Hawaiian flight casualties, the 
country will do well to keep its shirt on. There is 
no reason for snap judgments or sensational 
Least of all is it profitable for public 


which in the views of Mr. Hearst and his chief 
editor, Mr. Brisbane, is about as fit to advise the 
government or the nation in this matter as Mr. 
Bryan. Mr. Bryan was the inventor of the ground 
springer defense, the army of a million men which 
was to spring to arms between sunrise and sunset, 
or words to that effect. ‘But Mr. Brisbane is the in- 
ventor of the navy which was to consist of large 
and very fast merchant ships, carrying cargo in 
peace and in war, to be mounted each with one huge 
gun. These ships were to earn their keep in peace 
as cargo, passenger and mail boats, and in war 
they were to wipe out the enemy's battleships. In 
peace the guns would be kept on shore. 

However, more weight will be properly attached 
tc what Col. Mitchell says on the same subject. 
Mitchell himself is an accomplished flyer and his 
charges deserve to be investigated impartially and 
thoroughly. It is true that experts of more experi- 
ence than Col. Mitchell disagree with much he as- 
serts, yet we think his.indictment should be an- 
swered authoritatively and also that justification 
for his action should be examined under due process 
as any other case of alleged insubordination or im- 
propriety by an officer is examined. Col. Mitchell 
has made grave charges against superior and 
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hope therefore to see military expenditures re- | 
duced and soldiers returned to civil activities. But 
| we can do more indirectly while retaining our full 
freedom of action than we can by trying to take 
part in the difficult adjustment of relative arma- 
ments, and we believe this has been demonstrated 
by the effect upon European policies of the Presi- 
dent's hint that American financial aid is not 
likely to go to nations indulging in excessive 
military expenditure. : 

The signs of pacific mood among Buropean 
governments are very welcome to us and we hope 
& general reduction of armament expenditures 
can be arranged. But that is a European prob- 
lem and unless France is willing to reconsider 
the naval situation created by the Washington 
conference, we would do well to let Europe make 
its own adjustments of land strength. 


THE MAYOR’S MUNICIPAL 
WATER METER FACTORY. 


_ Mayor Dever wants Chicago to manufacture its 
|own forthcoming water meters. It is hard to see 
why the mayor should want to have the city enter 
this particular industry rather than any other. 
*|}The municipal government is not founded along 
industrial lines. If municipal ownership has proved 
itself inefficient, then what of municipal manufac- 
ture, which is still another step beyond municipal 
ownership? 

If Chicago is to dash into-one industrial venture, 
why then should the city not manufacture all the 
products which the government of a great munici- 
pality must use? Mayor Dever might as well sug- 
gest that the city establish its own automobile 
factory, its own school desk factory, a manufactory 
for turning out fire hose or policemen’s night‘sticks, 
or a cement plant. 

The mayor is afraid of graft if private corpora- 
tions are allowed to bid for the water meter con- 
tracts. Undoubtedly certain forehanded gentlemen 
of the back room school of politics will cut in and 
get their rakeoff. On the other hand, Col. Sprague, 
the commissioner of public works, Is eminently ca- 
pable of keeping the boys from pilfering too many 
plums. Contrasted with this chance for new graft 
are the juicy possibilities, which the mayor himself 
has foreseen, of a nice fresh municipal-water-meter- 
manufacturing-plant pay roll, just waiting to be 
filled. 

It is a choice between two of the evils to which 
a popular government is heir; and it seems correct 
to opine that the evil of the plum basket is less 
than that of the pay roll brigade. 


MR. MADDEN. 


Scrutator talked to Representative Martin B. 
Madden of Illinois’ First congressional district end 
took away an impression that overturns the some- 
what popular notion about congressmen.

He believes in 
the repeal of the federal inheritance tax and of 
some of the nuisance taxes, notably those on 
theater tickets and automobiles. He believes in 
trimming the income tax by cutting down the 
surtax and by lowering the norfnal rate on incomes 


brother officers. In justice to them he should be 
compelled to justify. 

Also, we think an inquiry into our army and navy 
afronautié+pelicy> ands management might bring 
some benefits if carried on calmly without regard 
for the bullying of sensationalists and callow ama- 
teur theorists. There may very well be defects in 


organization and method which can be eliminated 
to the advantage of our defense efficiency and prog- 


ress in aeronautics. .Col. Mitchell’s allegation that 
lives have been sacrificed and progress retarded 
through bureaucratic jealousies and the imposition 
of non-expert management should be thoroughly 
aired. Secretary Wilbur was a naval officer, but he 
has been out of the service for some time and may 
be more dependent upon a service hierarchy than 
he might have been when his professional expert- 
ence was fresher. His assistant, Mr. Theodore 
Douglas Robinson, is, it may be admitted, incompe- 
tent. He has his job merely through family pull 
and, it is to be hoped, has a minimum of authority 
and responsibility in the practical affairs of the de- 
partment. On the other hand, the officer at the 
head of the aeronautics divjsion, Rear Admiral 
Moffett, is one of the most energetic and resource- 
ful men in the service, as is well known in this 
part of the country, and we are inclined to believe 
that Col. Mitchel] will have some difficulty in show- 
ing that Moffett does not take full advantage of 
specialist judgment. 

As for an independent department, that is a ques- 
tion the lay public is not well fitted to decide. Mr. 
Hearst says other nations have separated their air 
service. It is also true that other nations have 
not. Great Britain has ina measure. France has 
not. Its expediency is as yet highly debatable. 
Those who want us to abolish the fleet and who 
miake extreme claims for air warfare naturally 
want an independent air service. Objections are 
substantial and respectable. At any rate, no new 
department should be added to the government 
untess the need for it is pretty clearly shown. 


ARMAMENT LIMITATIONS . 


IN EUROPE. 


The French premier has appealed to the mem- 
vers of the league. to call a conference on 
disarmament as soon as the negotiations of the 
security agreements are completed. It is said this 
is an effort to forestall Mr. Coolidge and win for 
the league such credit as may accrue from taking 
another step toward limitation of armament. 

We trust and believe Mr. Coolidge will lose no 
sleep over the possibility, The problem of the 
limitation of land grmament in Europe is one 
which is not for.ps to solve and our interest in 
its solution is considerably ‘tees than that of the 
European governments. Our security is not in- 
volved, at least so long as we have a.navy strong 
enough to make on prohibitively hazardous 
and expensive. On the other hand, land armament 
is vital to the security or, at any rate, to the peace 
of mind of many European nations, and also 
involves complicated considerations of interna- 
tional responsibilities, of finance, and of political 
conditions.

He opposes the 
present entire exemption of small incomes, holding 
that all should share the-cost of goyernment and 
have a stake in economy. 

We like Mr. Madden because his ideas on many 
topics agree with ours.

No one else in congress has greater oppor- 
tunity for influence. He was elected from a district 
containing all of Chicago's Second ward and most 
of its Third; in other words, he was sent to con- 
gress largely through the Negro vote, His constit- 
uents cast their ballots wisely.

Editorial of the Day 


CANADIAN DISCORD ON THE SEAWAY. 
[Grand Rapids (Mich.) Press.] 

About the weakest and least excusable opposition 
to the St. Lawrence seaway is that which comes from 
certain Canadian interests; notably at Montreal, and 
offers the unique claim that the St. Lawrence river 
is properly a Canadian stream for Canadian monop- 
oly and development. 

The St. Lawrence is not only an _ international 
stream for many miles of extent, but it has its origin 
in waters largely international and principally, in 
matter of shore line, American—the great lakes. Nor 
can the blame for the recent fall of these waters 
and of the river level be placed, as the Montreal! 
Gazette proposes, entirely or even principally upon 
the United States. At Niagara the Canadian power 
interests are diverting considerably more water than 
the American; at the Soo they are diverting just as 
much. At Livingston channel the removal of the 
natural barrier has been as much for the benefit of 
Canadian ship traffic as for American. These diver- 
sions together account for considerably larger with- 
drawal of water than the Chicago drainage canal, 
which alone of them all has nes ordered to cease its 
excess water steal. 

As for any danger that the St. Lawrence will be 
“itnternationalized,” the plan recommended by the 
joint engineering board from the two nations in 1922 
should effectually still all apprehensions. Under this 
plan the two nations would operate jointly only the 
sections of the seaway already international; navi- 
gation works lying wholly within one country would 
be operated by that country. The joint board would 
have only a power of inspection and review. 

Anether fact which may have escaped the atten- 
tion of the Montreal editors is that the entire 8st. 
Lawrence, without the least adverse affect, has long 
been “ internationalized ” to the extent that a treaty 
of 1871 supplemented in 1909 has made its use exactly 

as free to American as to Canadian vessels. In re- 
radi we have “ internationalized " Lake Michigan to 
accord the same privileges to Canadians. 

The St. Lawrence seaway will not alter these pro- 
visions. It will merely send more American ships 
into the St. Lawrence to take advantage of them— 
and more British ships into Lake Michigan.

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A SERUM FOR CANCER. 

F any one thinks Dr. Gye and Mr. 

Barnard of England claim to have 

found a cure for cancer, that per- 

son is mistaken. Their claim is that 
cancer is the result of a combination 
between a certain microbe and a certain 
chemical substance. Making usé of a 
serum, or something of that nature, they 
hope they have prevented certain ani- 
mals from developing cancer. 

The germ.which they claim causes a 
certain kind of cancer is too small to 
be seen with the most powerful micro- 
scopes. Furthermore, it cannot be 
stained by dyes used to stain microbes, 
nor can it be seen by the special] light- 
ing methods used in searching for the 
elusive microbes. 

7. 

Their contention on this point is not 
without support. There is a good deal 
of reason for thinking cancer is a germ 
disease and there are several diseases 
for which some ultramicroscopic germs 
are now the accepted cause. Gye and 
Barnard say this microbe cannot cause 
cancer unless a certain chemical sub- 
stance is also present. 

There are many kinds of cancer. 
Among them are the cancers which de- 
velop among people who handle tar and 
products containing it. Tar and soot 
cancers have been very thoroughly stud- 
ied, and much is known about them. 
There is something in tar which promotes 
the growth of cancer. 

In certain parts of the world the na- 
tives chew betel] nut. The betel nut 
chewers are very prone to cancer. There 
seems to be a something in betel nut 
which promotes cancer. There geems a 
probability that there is something in 
tobacco smoke which has the same ef- 
fect. 

It has long been known that prolonged 
irritation lays the foundation for can- 
cer. The irritation due to ‘old ulcers, 
to gallstones, to long uncured infec- 
tions and suppurations, the nagging cut- 
ting from jagged teeth, and long con- 
tinued rubbing in one place.

All in all, much is known about chem- 
icals, infections, and irritations which 
lay the foundation for cancer. Never- 
theless, it seems probable that Gye and 
Barnard have contributed valuable in- 
formation on that point.

Cancers of lower animals have been 

studied for a long time. A great deal 
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(Copyright: 1925: By Dr. W. A. Evans.) 


is known about rat and mouse cancers. 
The particular cancer studied by Gye 
and Barnard was one which affects 
chickens. 
in the United States. (In fact, 
of the world's knowledge of chicken, dog, 
and rat cancers has come from Amer- 
ica.) It was found that these cancers 
could be inoculated into other animals. 
At first it was thought that the actual 
@ancer cells needed to be planted in the 
new animal if a cancer is to develop. 
Then it was found that the cancer could 
be ground up into a soup and, after all 
the cells had been removed by filtra- 
tion, the clear soup, free from cancer 
cells, would cause cancer. On this point 
Gye and Barnard contribute scientific 
facts. 

They think a serum which they make 
has shown value as a vaccine. Let us 
hope so. But we must remember that, 
under the best of circumstances, it is 
difficult to inoculate cancer. .Maybe the 
vaccinated animals were fFresistant to 
cancer before they were vaccinated. 

However, if other scientists confirm 
the work of Gye and Barnard we can 
fairly say the world has taken anothe? 
step on the route toward a preventive 
and a cure for cance.

Trustees Take Recess as 
Peace Move.

usual variety and number of each for 
one day—fell yesterday at the head- 
quarters of the Chicago school system. 

Most of the flowers appeared at a 
meeting of the board of education, the 
first since the opening of the schools 
last Tuesday, which was occupied prin- 
cipally with the business of handing 
out compliments. 

Four trustees, who have visited 
schools, complimented Supt. McAn- 
drew and his staff updn their excellent 
condition, while progress made on the 
bufiding program by John B. Byrnes, 
business manager, and John Christen- 
sen, school architect, was.unanimously 
pronounced to be “ very gratifying.” 


Agree to Adjourn. 

At the close of the meeting the board 
agreed to adjourn until Oct. 14. The 
reason for the vacation, Col. Edwin B. 
Ellicott, president of the board, ex- 
plained, was to “allow time for some 
of our controversies to blow over.” 

The first explosive dropped into the 
apparently placid pool of harmony 
came when Trustee John A. English 
introduced an amendment to the rules 
restoring teachers’ councils on school 
time. The bomb was temporarily dis- 
posed of by being sent to the rules 
committee, of which Mr. English is 
chairman. 

Miss Hales Active. 

A second blast was heard when Miss 
Margaret Haley, business manager of 
the Chicago Federation of Teachers, 
circulated notives of a massmeeting 
of teachers to protest against the Mc- 
Andrew salary schedule. The purposes 
of the meeting, according to the no- 
tice, is “to present the salary and 


revenue situation as pfesented to May- | 


or Dever last Friday.” The speakers 
will be Miss Haley, Victor A. Olander, 
secretary of the Illinois Federation of 
Labor, and Trustee English. 

In view of these two events, both 
of which are expected to embitter the 
fight between Supt. McAndrew and the 
teachers, members of the board admit- 
ted that the peace policy of Col. EIli- 
cott has a doubtful futtre. 

Principal Issues Statement. 

On the salary question, it was re- 
vealed, the Chicago Principal’s club 
is aligned with the superintendent. In 
a statement issued by George A. Beers, 
president of the club, he declared that 
the board, if it cares to, can easily 
finance the new schedule. 

“Just because the schools formerly 
had, say, a $35,000,000 surplus and 
now have only about a $16,000,000 
surplus, there is no reason to say 
there is a $19,000,000 deficit,’”’ Mr. 
Beers said. “Not until the $16,000,- 
000 surplus is wiped out and debts 
added would it be correct to say there 
is ‘a deficit.’” 

The third and newest. source of 
trouble to the board is the “time 
clock” registration system for teach- 
ers. The matter came to a focus 
when Miss Haley, speaking for the 
teachers, attacked it as “ Fordization 
of the schools.”” The plan is causing 
congestion and great inconvenience 
to the teachers, according to reports 
reaching her, she said. 

Supt. McAndrew, after visiting 
seven schools Tuesday, however, re- 
ported that he had heard no com- 
plaints from teachers.

Proposes “Committee of 
Conciliation.”

GENEVA, Sept. 9.—A new factor, 
which it is claimed would make the 
membership of the United States in 
the international court of justice dan- 
gerous if the traditional American pol- 
icy of keeping out of European affairs 
is to be followed, will be added to the 
Hague convention if the league of na- 
tions accepts a Danish proposal offered 

before the assembly today. 

Herr Zahle, Danish delegate, pro- 
posed ckeation of a “ special committee 
of conciliation” officially attached to 
the world court, to which all states 
adhering, would be obliged to submit 


‘“‘all disputes without any exception.”’ 

The conciliation committee would 
thus be authorized to handle any con- 
troversy or disagreement on any con- 
ceivable subject arising between any 
two powers—hear the case like a ref- 
eree—then announce the verdict, the 
value of which theoretically would be 
only moral, but which. it is believed, 
would actually force the country, 
which the committee opposed, to ac- 
cept on account of world opinion and

You wouldn’t take 
your dress goods into any old place 
that hung a dressmaking sign in the 
window. 

Fine hair like Estelle’s has to be 
treated by the best operator to make 
a good showing. Coarse hair, which 
is usually oily by nature, comes out 
from under the permanent waving ma- 
chine with a more natural look about 
it.

The only harm that may come from 
permanent waving is the disfiguring 
effect of the too tight curl and the 
dried out look to the hair itself. But 
if the wave work is carried out prop- 
erly and carefully by an experienced 
operator, it should do little or no 
harm. By an experienced operator I 
mean one who knows the length of 
time and the heat pressure to be ap- 
plied according to the amount of hair. 
After the wave, especially when the 
hair is thin, olive ofl, sweet almond oil, 
or liquid vaseline shotild be applied 
to the roots of the scalp and the hair 
brushed each night. Usually the indi- 
vidual hates to brush the hair for fear 
of brushing out the water wave that 
is given after the permanent.
